“4, That the recent frauds committed in this State 
under the. Naturalization Laws, induce us to believe 
that the time.should be extended between: the natur- 
alization and the right to vote;'to:a period as long as is 
required of the non-residents from other States.”* 

The American Convention adopted this re- 
port; the Republican Convention did not. The 
fact that Mr. Wxxp was'a member of the latter 
‘may have led to the supposition that he in- 
fluenced its action in this respect. This, it 
will be seen, he explicitly and pointedly denies, 
claiming to have labored “sincerely and earn- 
estly” to effect a union. It now remains for 
those who deem the inquiry important, to as- 
certain what leader is justly chargeable with 
the result. Doubtless such an investigation 
would be neither tedious nor difficult. It may 
be assumed that the Republican Convention 
contained but few delegates sufficiently influ- 
ential to defeat an objéct on which Mr. Wexp 
had earnestly and sincerely set his heart.

Expansion of Russia. 

. At the very moment we learn from the China 
Seas of the spread of Russian authority to the 
very foot of the Great Wall, come the tidings 
of a corresponding movement toward the west. 
The port of Villafranca, upon the shore ef Pied- 
mont, within a dozen miles of the French fron- 
tier, has been leased for a term of twenty-two 
years, from the Sardinian Government, as a 
Russian naval dépét. The town of Villafranca 
is itself unimportant. There are something 
less than 8,000 population in. it, conducting a 
small fishery and a smaller-trade ; but the har- 
bor is safe, commodious, and convenient—ad- 
mitting of the erection of fitting docks and 
workshops-——and sufficiently capacious to shel- 
ter thirty ships of the line. Already the in- 
habitants of the place have had notice of- the 
transfer of the port to the sovereignty of the 
Czar ; and the troops, officials, and material, 
of Sardinia, have been removed to Nice, which 
is but two miles distant. The agents of the 
Government of St. Petersburg are in posses- 
sion. 

Since the overthrow of Sebastopol, following 
the destruction of the Black Sea fleet, it has 
been # capital object of the Russians to secure 
some “.coign of vantage,” whence to make a 
fresh start towards maritime ‘equality in the 
Mediterranean and Euxine. Under the condi- 
tions of recent peace, the measure could not 
be carried out on-the old theatre of enterprise. 
The reédification of Sebastopol would have 
brought all Europe to arms. Toavoid scandal, 
and lay suspicion, while moving with steady 
energy toward @ determined aim, has been the 
motive of the present step; and this distant 
acquisitien there -is-reason for believing will 
prove thé nucleus of a: larger naval develop- 
ment than that Government has ever before 

projected. While at the. same moment the 
shipwrights of the New World are bidden. to 
construct such gigantic specimens of naval 
architecture as the Grand Admiral, and vast 
ship-yards and work-shops, exceeding, it is

Quarantine at Boston.—It is’ getting too 
late in the season for Boston to run an opposi- 
tion to Néw-York on the score of Quarantine. 
Judging from. the frequent mention of yellow 
fever vessels at anchor near Deer Island dur- 
ing the last two months, our Boston neighbors 
have been fully as careful of their health as we 
have. But the Boston Traveller learns that a 
schooner “ is loading at Quarantine, New-York, 
with 800 bales of cotton for Boston. The cot- 
ton was consigned to a New-York. house, but 
owing to the stringent Quarantine regulations 
was ordered to Boston.” The Traveller. also 
learns “that from the same reason, freights 
from Charleston and Savannah to Boston have 
increased, and cargoes, which otherwise would 
have gone to New-York, have’ been ordered 
here.”
